The first rank was 
co nferred on a class o f thirty -six by 
the lo cal degree team in a v ery credi­ 
table manner. 
Abou t fiv e 
hu ndred 
Knights o f Py thias 
fro m 
the su r­ 
ro u nding cities were p resent fo r the 
ev ent. The teams which worked and 
the candidates were serv ed with a 
banq u et. 


Jeff Waldon who was 
arrested, 
to gether with his p al, Bob Pay ne, and 
taken fro m a C H. & D. freight train 
last midnight by 'the p olice, on in­ 
fo rmatio n fro m the Indianap o lis p o ­ 
lice and held as a su sp ect in co nnec­ 
tio n with the Richter shooting earlier 
in the ev ening, was taken to Indiana­ 
p o lis af noon 
to day by 
Detectiv e 
Stewart o f Indianap o lis, who arriv ed 
in this city abo u t elev en o ’clock. 
Pay ne will be held here p ending an 
inv estigatio n o f the Indianap o lis p o ­ 
lice. 
On arriv ing 
here, 
Detectiv e 
Stewart was taken to the jail where 
bo th men were giv en a close q u es­ 
tioning. 
Waldro n is believ ed to be the man 
who attemp ted to ho ld-u p and shot 
Edward T. Richter, a p age at the In­ 
diana Natio nal Bank early last ev en­ 
ing in East Market street, between 
Pine and Herman-streets in Indiana­ 
p olis. 
The bu llet p enetrated Rich­ 
ter’s right thigh and lodged u nder the 
skin. 
It is believ ed lie will reco v er 
u nle^- blood p oisoning dev elop s. 
The 
descrip tio n o f Waldon 
fits 
that fu rnished the lo cal p olice last 
night by Cap tain Craine o f Indiana­ 
p olis. 
Tie was described as being 
abo u t 23 y ears old, fiv e feet, sev en 
inches in height, dark 
comp lex ion, 
weighing abo u t 14 0 p ou nds, wearing 
a light co at and light so ft hat. 
The 
two men were fo u nd in a Rock Island 
fu rnitu re car, nu mber 5 5 ,183 along 
with six or sev en o ther men. 
They 
gav e the officers no resistance and 
went q u ietly to jail. 
The o ther men 
were not molested and were allowed 
to go on 'their way . 
Waldon and Pay ne were q u estio n­ 
ed sep arately and told the same sto ry 
hi almost ev ery detail. Both claimed 
to be members o f the Bro therho o d o f 
Railway Trainmen. 
Pay ne had his 
card, bu t Waldon had lo st his last 
night in the box car and it cou ld not 
be fo u nd. 
They said that they had 
been emp loy ed on the Monon u ntil re­ 
cently when they were 
discharged. 
Their headq u arters were in Bloom­ 
ington and bo th claim to hav e arriv ed 
in Indianap o lis y esterday afterno o n 
at 4 :15 o ’clo ck on a local car fro m 
there and were on their way to Col­ 
u mbu s, Ohio, where they 
were 
to 
work. 
According to their sto ry they had 
only v isited in Indianap o lis 
abo u t 
three times and knew only a few p eo ­ 
p le. 
They 
claim to 
hav e 
v isited 
Dressier’s saloon in Market 
street 
and to hav e met one 
man in there 
whom they knew. 
Waldon said they 
mu st hav e p assed the p lace where the 
attemp ted ho ld-u p took p lace on their 
wav to the railro ad y ards. 
He said 
they were in the y ards at six o’clock 
and asked the co ndu cto r if they cou ld 
ride with him in the 
caboose 
and 
showed their u nion cards to him, bu t 
were refu sed and to ld that they cou ld 
ride in the fu rnitu re car. 
Waldon claims to hav e been with 
his p al all the time fhey were in In­ 
dianap o lis and told a straightfo r­ 
ward sto ry . 
Pay ne co rro bo rated his 
sto ry in all bu t a few minor p o ints. 
The Indianap o lis p olice will inv esti­ 
gate his sto ry and if fo u nd 'tru e, he 
will be released. 
Two men were arrested in Con­ 
nersv ille early this morning fo r the 
same offense, bu t Detectiv e Stewart 
said lie tho u ght they were no» t the men

distant fields and woods. 
Late y esterday afterno o n Bennie 
Weintrau t, a farmer liv ing close to 
the Gold 
Fish 
Pond, 
saw Miller. 
Weintrau t was driv ing to St. Pau l 
and he met the o u tcast on the ro ad 
near the co u nty line « town and no t 
far fro m his home. When Mr. Wein­ 
trau t dro v e into town he notified the 
citizens o f Miller’s near p resence and 
a nu mber o f men fo rmed a p o sse and 
went in search o f the fellow. They 
made a thorou gh search o f the v icin­ 
ity Where he had been sighted, bu t 
were u nable to lo cate the man.

Miller fo r y ears, say s that he ap ­ 
p eared to him to be erazv , and with

ment, which ap p eared ov er his sig­ 
natu re in y esterday ’s edition o f the 
Colu mbu s Rep u blican is as fo llo ws: 
The colu mn that ap p eared in this 
.p ap er Thu rsday u nder the heading 
“Sensatio nal Allegation,” in

my name was u sed is indeed mislead­ 
ing. 
I wish p u blicly to state that I

Sp ragu e family in domestic and home 
affairs and I had no t ev er at 'any 'time 
v isited the Sp ragu e

O’Connor Bro thers o f Crawfo rdsv ille, 
the co ntract p rice being $11,000. The 
Brown ro ad in Anderso n township 
was awarded to Co lter Bro thers of 
that township , their bid being $6 ,890. 
The to wnship line ro ad, between Po ­ 
sey and Rip ley to wnship s will be bu ilt 
by O’Connor Bro thers o f Crawfords'- 
v dlie. 
Their bid was $13,913. 
At a late ho u r this afterno o n the 
commissioners had no t ap p o inted the 
v iewers fo r the v ario u s ro ads.

The annu al meeting o f the sto ck­ 
holders o f the Ru shv ille Co-Op erativ e 
Telep one Comp any was held in the 
co u rt ho u se « assembly room la^t night 
wben three new directo rs were elected 
and the rep o rt o n last y ear’s bu siness 
by W. T. Jackso n, 
manager, 
was 
heard. The meeting was a v ery p ro f­ 
itable one ev en tho u gh the attendance 
was rather small. 
The election o f the three directo rs 
wtas v ery mild co mp ared to the elec­ 
tion o f fo rmer y ears. 
There 
were 
times when the electio n o f the direct­ 
o rs o f the telep hone comp any cau sed 
as mu ch animo sity as a lo cal op tion 
election. There has o ften been more 
than one candidate fo r each directo r­ 
ship and the race has generally been 
warm with wire p u lling p lay ing a v ery 
imp o rtant p art. In fo rmer y ears there 
has been op p osition fo r the manager’s 
office « also. 
Bu t ev ery thing 
went 
off 
v ery 
p eoceable this y ear, almo st 
like a 
Qu aker meeting. The three directo rs 
who retired, Jo hn If. Frazee, Ro bert 
L. Tomp kins and

Rey nolds, 
were u nanimou sly re-elected by the 
sto ckho lders, there being no o p p o si­ 
tio n whatev er to their 
candidacy .

has been installed by the comp any 
here and there are, in fact, v ery few 
o f the modern sy stems in Indiana. It 
is far ahead o f any telep hone sy stem 
in this sectio n o f the State and is 
one o f the p u blic institu tio ns o f which 
Ru shv ille shou ld be p ro u d. 
That the 
telep hone co mp any co u ld make the 
imp rov ements it has and no t be more 
in debt than it is seems remarkable. 
The fact that so mu ch o f the indebt­ 
edness wTas p aid off last y ear shows 
that the co mp any is in a 
thriv ing 
co nditio n and is making a legitimate 
p rofit.

fo re any more indiv idu al p ho nes may 
be p ledged, it will be necessary to 
sp end $2,200. 
Two hu ndred do llars 
is necessary fo r a new switchbo ard, 
p rov iding fo r one hu ndred 
p ho nes 
and two 
tho u sand 
do llars is 
re­ 
q u ired to bu y enou gh cable to su p p ly 
the p resent needs. 
The co mp any is 
p lanning t« make 'the imp ro v ements 
las a matter o f necessity .

His other son, Dr. H arris W. Eggle­ 
ston, of Binghamton, N. Y., reached 
New York last night. 
Mr. Eggleston’s newspaper career is 
w'ell known to New York newspaper 
writers of the elder generation. 
Out­ 
side of the journalistic profession he 
was known as a w riter of many books, 
a number of which had to do with the 
civil war. 
Mr. Eggleston wrote from 
first-hand knowledge. 
He served un­ 
der the Confederacy through most of 
the conflict. His brother, Edward Eg­ 
gleston, the author, was a northern 
sy mpathizer. 
The father of the two Egglestons 
was a Virginia lawy er who emigrated 
to Vevay , Ind. George Cary Eggleston 
was the y ounger by two y ears. 
He 
was born in 1839 .

W ashington, April 15.—Representa­ 
tive Korbly of Indiana has asked an

a governess and h a j to work, follow­ 
ing which an order Was issued hereaf­ 
ter barring employ ed y oung women 
from academy hops. Unless it is soon 
forthcoming Mr. Korbly will introduce 
a resolution for the investigation of the 
academy . Mr. Korbly wrote Secretary 
Mey er several day s ago demanding to 
know why such discriminations were 
tolerated upon government reserva­ 
tions. 
He is now awaiting the secre­ 
tary ’s reply . 
Representative Korbly said he had 
in his possession a letter from former 
Attorney General Miller who served 
during the Harrison administration, 
in which Mr. Miller deplored the snob­ 
bery alleged to exist in the naval acad­ 
emy . 
Mr. Miller declared himself in 
sy mpathy with Mr. Korbly ’s plan to 
have a shake-up of the social condi­ 
tions th at prevail at the academy and 
which have made the Beers incident 
possible. The y oung wyt>man whose so 
cial ostracism, it is alleged, was at­ 
tempted by officers at the academy , is 
the daughter of Prof. Beers of Yale 
university , and is a most charming 
y oung woman of fine grace and ,cul 
ture, a college graduate and deserved 
ly popular in society .

In Ma k ing a Fill. 


Making a fill in roadis is one of the 
imp ortant step s in road rep air. Tthcfci* 
should be made in the sp ring shortly 
after the frost is out of the ground 
so that, it will have time fto become 
comp act before the summer rains and 
heavier traffic. By p rop er handling a 
fill several feet deep can be p ut in 
shap e for the road. Here’s where the 
road drag comes in 
again. 
When 
such a fill is made, it should be drag­ 
ged immediately after a rain which 
will keep 
the 
road 
rounded 
up 
smoothly and allow the water to run 
off. The main thing is to keep it from 
becoming water soaked 
and soggy , 
which will allow horses to mire down 
easily and will cause the road to be 
cut up so that it will be almost im­ 
p assable by the winter season. 
In 
order to keep the road dry the ruts 
should be filled up just as soon as 
they are made. 
When the grade is 
once established the surface should 
never Ik* disturbed ex cep t in order to 
smooth it out with a road drag.

arc light. 
They were told by Richter 
and the y oung woman that neither 
had seen the other for two months 
and that they had had no engagement 
last night. 
The ]K» lice do no't believe the y oung 
woman to have been concerned in any 
way with the shooting, although such 
a theory was advanced by some p er­ 
sons who had gathered while the p o­ 
lice were making their investigation. 
Richter described his assailant as 
being 5 feet 7 inches 'tall and of dark 
comp lex ion* 
Richter said the man 
wore dark brown clothing, a soft hat, 
white tie and a white shirt. 
Receiving information that a man 
answering the descrip tion of the a s­ 
sailant had 
boarded an 
outgoing 
freight train on the C. IT. & D. rail­ 
road, at the local road y ards, the p o­ 
lice wired the Rushville officers to 
stop the train and search it. 
Late 
last night word was received that ft 
man answering the descrip tion of the 
footp ad given by y oung Richter had 
been found on a C. II. & D. train en­ 
tering Rushville. 
After asking on 
what charge he was arrested 'the man 
refused to make any statement what­ 
ever.

W ashington, April 15.—To take ef­ 
fect July 1, Dr. David J. Hill, am bassa­ 
dor to G erm any and form er assistant 
secretary of state, has resigned from 
th e diplom atic service. 
No reason 
w as given for Dr. H ill’s retirem ent 
from the diplom atic service, and his 
w ithdraw al 
was a surprise to his 
friends in oi!icial life. 
Dr. Hill has been am bassador at 
Berlin since April 2, 19 08 , when he 
succeeded C harlem agne Tower. 
He 
was assistant secretary of state from 
October, 
19 08 , until January , 
19 03, 
when he was appointed m inister to 
Sw itzerland. 
He served as m inister 
to The N etherlands from March, 19 05, 
until he was transferred to Berlin, in 
April, 19 08 . He is a resident of Roch­ 
ester, N. YT. 
T here are several features of Dr. 
H ill’s resignation which seem to in­ 
dicate th at his retirem ent from the 
diplom atic service is due to com plica­ 
tions arising out of the potash dispute 
betw een the U nited States and Ger­ 
m any for the last six m onths. 
It was 
denied a t the W hite House, however, 
th a t the resignation was caused as a 
result of friction betw een Dr. Hill and 
Secretary Knox. 
Last y ear Dr. Hill 
was assured by President T aft that 
he would be allowed to rem ain in B er­ 
lin until the end of the present ad­ 
m inistration, and, acting cn these as­ 
surances, he leased a new home there. 
Several weeks ago it was announced 
by the state departm ent th at Dr. Hill 
had been sum m oned to W ashington to 
discuss the potash question. 
The be­ 
lief here is th at th ere w ere several 
phases of the question which w ere not 
handled by Dr. Hill to the satisfaction 
of the state departm ent. 
His succes­ 
sor has not been chosen. 
This unexpected developm ent cam e 
w ith double force, following as it did 
upon news flashed from Berlin T hurs­ 
day —and denied at the Germ an em ­ 
bassy here— th at A m bassador Berns- 
torff had resigned as G erm any ’s rep­ 
resentative to the U nited States.

W hile the ladders were being placed 
to rescue the trio they were enveloped 
In flames and smoke and were seen no 
more. 
The fifth and sixth floors fell 
in an hour after the fire started, and 
the bodies of the girls have not been 
found. 
H undreds of girls who w ere working 
in the building for the six m anufactur­ 
ing firm s which occupied the place, 
m ade th eir escape down stairw ay s and 
over the roof to the fire escapes a t the 
side, and back. 
The doors leading to 
th e fire escapes in the front, down 
which the three girls seen a t the win­ 
dows, m ight have escaped, w ere lock­ 
ed. 
This is thought to have been re­ 
sponsible for th eir death, and Building 
Com m issioner Jam es A. Sm ith said 
th a t he would order a rigid investiga­ 
tion of the prem ises. 
A negro eleva­ 
to r boy was the hero of the fire. W ith 
the flames all about him he continued 
to run his car to and from the top 
floor, bringing down over 100 girls.
